“ The C. A. Smith LurnL r Co. in- 
tend to (>ut in as many Ic^fs this year 
as in any previous year, am! their 
entire cut will probably amount to 
100,000,000 feet, which will be driven 
down ttw Mississippi for sawing at 
tb**ir Minn**a|M)lis mill. The com­ 
pany will do no logging themselves 
this season and the contract* for cut­ 
ting tla* timber, which lies in Itasca 
county, have <m»*ii given to Price 
Bros., Powers A Simpson and the 
11 a sea I ,iitii tie r < ' om pa n v. 
“ The Sheve!in-Car|M*nter Lumber 
Co. will get out their usual number 
of logs this winter, which 
will 
amount to something like .3o,ihhi,ihhi 
f*s‘t. 
These figures are **»tiiiiat«*« 
only, as the company themselves 
cannot tell the actual number of f**et 
that will be cut. Two camps of their 
own will be established near the Deer 
river, near which the timber lies, and 
logging contracts have been awarded 
to Price Bros, and the Swan River 
Logging Co., who will start others.’’

T h e r e was Dot a large attendance 
at t h e m eetin g id council chambers, 
la st n ig h t in answer to the call made 
hy C h airm an Rowley of the special 
if e m m it t e e of the city council ap­ 
p o in te d to investigate the matter of 
v a c a t in g Seventh street 
between 
M ain str e e t north and Front street, 
th e req u est having been made by the 
N o r th e r n Pacific Railway company 
th a t su ch action be taken in lieu of 
th e fa c t that they intended to erect 
a l a r g e 
freight 
depot in the park, 
a n d t h e most feasible location, after 
c o n sid e r in g the m atter from differ­ 
e n t v iew points, being immediately 
in t h e center of the park and this be­ 
in g t h e case Seventh street, which 
h as n e v e r been opened at this point, 
h a v in g been asked to be turned over 
to t h e com pany, but the gathering 
w a s a representative one, nearly all 
th e la r g e taxpayers of the city being 
p r e s e n t 
and the action taken last 
n ig h t m ust necessarily be concluded 
to b e of interest to property holders 
of B rainerd. 
B v an unanimous vote those pres­ 
en t d ecid ed to vacate Seventh street 
as req u ested bv the company, and 
no co n d itio n s or demands were at­ 
t a c h e d 
to the 
motion at all, those 
p r e s e n t 
wishing

depot in the park, nothing having 
been said as to size, kind of building 
or anything as to details. 
Chairman 
H em s teed then called ou the differ­ 
ent gentlem en present to express 
their view s on the m atter and to 
offer su ggestion s 


G eorge D. LaBar was the first to 
be called upon and he said he did not 
know very much to say in addition 
to the interview s given in T he D aily 
D ispatch of yesterday afternoon. 
It seem ed to him that the vacating 
of Seventh street would be a small 
matter for the city to do in exchange 
for a building that would be an orna­ 
ment to the c ity and he thought it 
advisable for the city to be on friend­ 
ly term s w ith the Northern Pacific. 
H e mentioned the fact that this com ­ 
pany has made many im provem ents 
in this c ity and has insured its per- 
m anaucy aud today the pay roll each 
month averages som ething like $40,- 
000. 
He thought that in m aking the 
concession to the com pany it would 
not be out of the way for the city to 
ask that som ething be done in the 
way of assisting to pave Front street 
but not to antagonize them in Jany 
way. 


Judge 
Holland was then called 
upon and he stated that he was de­ 
cidedly in favor of g r a n tin g the re­ 
quest of the Northern Pacific. 
Ile 
claimed that in event the street was 
opened it would work a g r e a t hard­ 
ship on tin* com pany, and the matter 
of blockading the streets would be 
more com plicated than ever. 
With 
the long freight trains th e company, 
to satisfy the city authorities, would 
have to break the train at Sixth,

they can do. 
The judge called a t­ 
tention to the fact that the street 
was virtually vacated by law, it not 
having been opened for thirty years 
last past. 
It might seem to some, 
he said, that the city had some right 
in the m atter since the company 
stooped to ask the request, but he 
th ought this action of th e company 
was sim ply that they wished to har­ 
monize w ith the city; that if it was 
necessary they could probably oc­ 
cupy the street now anyw ay. 
H enry I. Cohen was the next g en ­ 
tleman called upon. 
H e stated that 
there was one thought that came to 
him in connection with the matter 
which ou ght to receive consideration. 
It seem ed to him that this was a good 
tune to request the Northern Pacific 
to assist in paving Front street. Mr. 
Cohen was in favor of vacating the 
street, but was in favor of taking 
som e aet ion that would call tin* at­ 
tention of the com pany to this m at­ 
ter.

They Decide in Meeting Assem­ 


bled to Vacate Seventh Street 


Throufh Park. 


MATTER 
FREELY 
DISCl'SSED. 


The Request of the Company is 


Granted Without Condition 


Or Price. 


There wan oot a large attendance 
at the meeting in council chambers, 
last night in answer to the call made 
Chairman Rowley of the special 
m itteeof the city council ap­ 
pointed to investigate the matter of 
vacating Seventh street 
between 
Main street north and Front street, 
the request having been made by the 
Northern Pacific Railway company 
that such action be taken in lieu of 
the fact that they intended to erect 
a large freight depot in the park, 
and the most feasible location, after 
considering the matter from differ­ 
ent view points, being immediately 
in the center of the park and tbis be­ 
ing the case Seventh street, which 
has never been opened at this point, 
having been asked to be turned over 
to the company, but the gathering 
was a representati ve one, nearly all 
the large taxpayers of the city lieing 
present and the action taken last 
night must necessarily be concluded 
fo be of interest to property holders 
of Brainerd. 
By an unanimous vote those pres­ 
ent decided to vacate Seventh street 
as requested by the company, and 
no conditions or demands were at­ 
tached to the motion at all, those 
present 
wishing 
the Company to 
under stand that there was not the 
slightest antagonism to and that 
there was no desire to 1m* mandatory 
in claiming anything from the com­ 
pany. 
The meeting was one of the 
most harmonious ever held in the 
city, the general feeling being that 
in return for the many things that 
the Northern 
Pacific had done for 
Brainerd, the city should without a 
murmur grant this little concession. 
The motion, which was made by J. 
F. McGinnis, also included that a 
committee of three 1m* appointed to 
act with the special committee of the 
city eouoc.il in the matter and to ask 
the Northern Pacific if they would 
not stand a portion of the cost of 
paving Front street, with this last 
proviso the citizens assembled wish­ 
ed it understood that this request 
hail nothing to do with the request 
made of vacating the street. Seventh 
street 
would lie vacated anyway 
whether or no the railway company 
wishes 
to assist in paving front 
street 
The meeting was called to order 
by Alderman Rowley and after >tat- 
tfae object of the call he stated 
t nominations for chairman would 
be 
in order. 
Dr. 
Hems lead was 
made chairman and R. R. Wise was 
made secretary. 
Alderman Rowley was called upon 


to explain the proposition made by 
the city council and he stated that 
a resolution was presented to the 
council at it* last meeting asking 
that Seventh street be vacated; that 
they intended to erect a large freight 
depot in the park, nothing having 
been said as to size, kind of building 
or anything as to details. 
Chairman 
Hemstend then called on the differ­ 
ent gentlemen present to express 
their views on the m atter and to 
offer suggestions 


George I). La Bar was the first to 
be called upon and be said he did not 
know very much to say in addition 
to the interviews given in T m D u ly 
D isp atch of yesterday afternoon. 
It seemed to him that the vacating 
of Seventh street would be a small 
matter for the city to do in exchange 
for a building that would be ao orna­ 
ment to the city and he thought it 
advisable for the city to be on friend­ 
ly terms with the Northern Pacific. 
He mentioned the fact that this com ­ 
pany has made many improvements 
in this city and has insured its per- 
manaucy and today the pay roil each 
month averages something like $40,* 
000. 
He thought that in making the 
concession to the company it would 
not be out of the wav for the city to 
ask that something be done in the 
way of assisting to pave Front street 
but not to antagonize them in {any 
way. 


Judge Holland was then called 
upon and he stated that he was de­ 
cidedly in favor of granting the re­ 
quest of the Northern Pacific. 
He 
claimed that in event the street was 
opened it would work a great hard­ 
ship on the company, and the matter 
of blockading the streets would be 
more complicated than ever. 
With 
the long freight trains the company, 
to satisfy the city authorities, would 
have to break the train at Sixth, 
Seventh and Kighth sis.then. 
If the 
city would start in to open the street 
thi »re is no telling w hat the company 
would do; every one knows what 
they can do. 
The judge called a t­ 
tention to the fact that the street 
was virtually vacated by law. it not 
having been opened for thirty years 
last past. 
It might seem to some, 
he said, that the city had some right 
in the m atter since the company 
stooped to ask the request, but he 
thought this action of the company 
was simply that they wished to har­ 
monize with the city; that if it was 
necessary they could probably oc­ 
cupy the street now anyway. 
Henry I. Cohen was the next gen­ 
tleman called upon.

Vienna, Oct. IS.—According to The 
Pol it teche Corresponden*. M. Baratoff 
Bulgarian minister of the Interior and 
ad Interim minister of foreign affairs, 
addressed a note to Mr. Dickinnon. 
United States consul general at Con 
atantnfnopie, in which, complaining 
that the consul general had expressed 
di^satisfaction with the measures the 
Bulgarian 
government 
had 
taken 
against the kidnapper* of Mias Stone, 
he strongly protested against his gov­ 
ernment being held responsible for a 
crime committed on Turkish territory 
and declared that In order to1 guard 
Itself against a serious and unmerit­ 
ed accusation the Bulgarian govern­ 
ment had resolved, should the robber 
band try to cross the Bulgarian fron 
tier or succeed In stealing into Bul­ 
garia. to have It mercilessly pursued 
and annihilated by Bulgarian troops. 
“We will not enter any negotiations 
whatever for paying ransom.” said M 
Baratoff. “as we do not want prece­ 
dents established for 'the many rob­ 
bers infesting the neighborhood to 
turn to Bulgaria whenever this seems 
to their advantage. 
We are firmly 
determined to make an example which 
will deter robbers from repeating such 
speculation* 
It will then no longer 
be possible to accuse Bulgaria of har­ 
boring secret combinations which or­ 
ganise bands for' kidnapping foreign­ 
ers in Turkey and removing them to 
Bulgaria, there peacefully 
to enjoy 
the ransom they extort.”

RANSOMED 
FIRST. 


Mica Stone's Countrymen Then Can 
Punish Her Captors. 
I .end on. Oct. 
19.—“Four thousand 
Bulgarian and Turkish 
troops have 
been occupied In the effort to obtain 
Mis# Btone's release," says a dispatch 
from Hofla to The Morning Leader. 
“It Is believed here that her release 
would have been effected but for Mr 
Dickinson's refusal to offer her cap- 
tors more than an ordinary pour bol re. j 
Mr. Dickinson's extraordinary action 
Is regarded as suicidal. 
A large sum 
must be paid to toe brigands, as other- 
wise Miss Stone's life will lie sacri­ 
ficed. 
If Mr. Dickinson desires ven 
geance on the brigands the woman 
must be ransomed first.” 
"An extraordinary version of the 
Stone abduction comes from Constan­ 
tinople,"* says a dispatch from Vienna 
to The Daily Telegraph. 
“It is de­ 
clared in Turkish, official circles that 
Mira Stone sympathizes 
with 
the 
Macedonian committee 
and 
hers«*if 
agreed to the kidnapping so that ran­ 
som would be pwtd to the committee 
Comment upon this story is quite su 
peril nous.**

ed to be killed in retaliation for the 
execution of the assassin of President 
M* Kinley. 
The m atter has been put 
In the hands of the sheriff and Is 
causing a grant deni of excitement.

BAD FOR THE GOVERNMENT. 


Vessel Carrying Pay for Venaxuelan 
Troops Founders. 
Willemstad, Island of Curacoa, Oct. 
If.—A fighting schooner which arrived 
here from Aruba island, northwest of 
Curacoa. brings the story that the 
Arends, a Venezuelan schooner bound 
from La Guayara for Maracaibo, carry­ 
ing a sum of money from the govern­ 
ment destined to pay the troops on the 
frontier—the amount being variously 
estimated at from §25.000 to §100,000— 
encountered heavy weather last Sun­ 
day night off Aruba Island and foun­ 
dered in deep water, the entire sum 
being lost. 
The crew, according to 
the story, reached the island in a 
boat. The money is supposed to have 
been part of the sum raised in Caracas 
a fortnight ago from the Bank of Ven­ 
ezuela by President Castro. 
If It is 
actually the case the government has 
sustained a very severe blow.
